Surgeons  and  14  by  the  Coroner. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  was  31,  includin  10  outside 
the  district  - a decrease  of  1 compared  with  the  figures  for  the 
previous  year.  (32).  The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  1945  for 
this  area  was  58.27,  and  for  the  County  of  Monmouth  55.6 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  forms  the  most  sensitive  index 
we  possess  of  the  social  welfare  and  Sanitary  administration 
especially  under  Urban  conditions.  You  will  note  from  the  following 
tables  that  of  the  21  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  which  occurred 
in  the  area,  4 occurred  in  infants  under  one  week,  and  of  the  10 
deaths  which  occurred  in  the  area,  8 were  of  infants  under  one  week, 
making  a total  of  12  under  one  week.  11  still-births  were  recorded 
by  the  Registrar-General.  6 male  and  5 females.

164  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  1945,  an  increase  of 
51  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  A study  of  the  above  figures  will 
show  the  rise  and  fall  of  cases  since  1939.  3 deaths  were  recorded.  61 

cases  in  all  were  removed  to  Hospital.  59  local  children  were  removed  to 
Monmouth  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  2 cases  occurring  in  evacuees  were 
removed  to  Llanfoist  Isolation  Hospital.  134  cases  occurred  in  school 
children,  17  cases  occurred  in  adults,  and  13  in  children  under  3 years. 

Nurse  S.A.  Bobbett,  Fever  Nurse,  made  2,472  nursing  visits.

5 cases  of  Diphtheria  v/ere  notified  during  1945,  a decrease 
of  6 as  compared  with  1944.  All  cases  occurred  in  local  inhabitant 
1 local  case  was  removed  to  Monmouth  Isolation  Hospital.  No 
cases  proved  fatal.  2 cases  occurred  in  school  children.  Nurse 
Bobbett  made  frequent  visits  and  ’carriers’  were  found. 

DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  commenced  in  1941,  and  was 
continued  throughout  1945. 

The  local  Food  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  was  consulted 
as  regards  to  child  population,  as  advised  in  circulars  received  ' 
from  the  Ministry.  The  total  number  of  children  under  5 years 
age  in  this  district  was  given  as  2550,  and  the  number  between 
5 and  15  years  v/as  given  as  4660. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  to  the  31st.  of 
December  1945  v/as  608  - 396  under  5 years  of  age  and  212  between 
the  ages  of  5 and  15  years. 

The  percentage  of  children  under  5 years  immunised  in  this 
district  v/as  15.51  and  the  percentage  immunised  b-.  tween  5 and  15 
v/as  given  as  4.54.

OPTHALMIA  NEONaTORUM  . 

1 case  of  Opthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified  during  the  year. 
For  the  purpose  of  notification  the  expression  !!  Opthalmia 
Neonatorum"  means  a purelent  discharge  from  the  eyes  of  an  infant 
commencing  within  21  days  from  the  daj,e  of  birth.  The  disease 
is  apt  to  cause  ulceration  of  the.  cornea,  and  this  condition  is 
followed  by  visual  impairment  or,  if  severe,  actual  blindness.

(four  males  and  five  females).

Speaking  generally,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  not  a Disease 
of  School  Age.  It  is  uncommon  below  the  age  of  10  years  and  only 
slightly  more  common  from  10  to  15  years. 

Improved  methods  of  Diagnosis,  particularly  X-Ray  examination 
have  shown  by  statistics  that  the  disease  does  not  commonly  exist 
at  these  ages.

No  order  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  patients  to  Hospital 
was  made . 

Examination  of  the  figures  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  all 
kinds  notified  and  of  the  recorded  deaths  does  not  reveal  any 
increase  locally  of  this  disease.

Under  the  Housing  Act,  221  systematic  inspections  were  made, 

39  of  which  were  re-inspected. 

4,  485  inspections  and  visits  were  paid  to  premises  in  respect 
of  special  and  common  nuisances,  also  the  inspection  of  food  supplies 
and  the  premises  where  such  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold,  etc.
